Furthermore, Cited Literature 2 describes the art of a filtering 
system wherein received frames are forwarded to the 
destination if authentication has been completed, and wherein 
received frames are forwarded to the destination once 
authentication has been obtained if authentication has not yet 
been made (see (0020), etc., of Cited Literature 2). 
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Furthermore, assigning a dedicated channel to a mobile 
terminal for which communication has been permitted is 
[described in] (0004) of Cited Literature 3, etc.

Document C2 is a U.S. counterpart of Document C4. 
Document C6 is an English equivalent of Document C5.
